West Point, Ga., December 11.— 
‘(Bpecial.)—With communication es- 
tablished between the parts of the 
town that are on opposite banks of 
the Chattahoochee and with the wa- 
_ ters of the rain-swollen stream 
falling steadily, citizens of West 
Point this afternoon made their 
first plans to repair the damage 
done by the swirling waters of the 
‘river, which have completely en- 
gulfed the town for two days, and 
these will be put into effect imme- 
diately. 

Every citizen is ready to take an 
active and willing part in the work 
of reclamation and every available 
negro laborer in this section is be- 
ing registered and will be worked 
under one central committee, repre- 
senting the citizens on both sides 
of the stream, which body is head- 
ed by Phil Lanier. 4 

A company of soldiers from Camp 


- Gordon, it was: stated here -tonight, 


are expected to arrive in West 
Point either Friday or Saturday, not 
» to place the town under ‘martial 
“Jaw, for everything is orderly to a 
fault and there is no need of such 
action, but to patrol the flooded city 
and to prevent any looting or dis- 
order that might occur were they 
‘mot on the scene. 

In addition, there will be no 
sightseers in West Point. ‘This has 
been firmly decided upon. The spirit 
of the town is to clean up the mud 
and the drift that the floods will 
have deposited on streets, in homes 
“and stores and every object that the 
yellow tide touched and to repair 
thé many and heavy property losses. 
Sightseers will be put to work, the 
committee states, just as soon as 
they arrive on the scene and begin 
looking over the situation. 

General Reclamation. 

The work of reclamation will be 
carried on in every section of the 
city and in absolute fairness to 
every one. There will be no dis- 
crimination in the matter of clear- 
ing up homes and lots, and the la- 
bor, under the guidance of the labor 
committee, will be paid for out of a 
relief fund raised here. 

Army engineers, represented by 
Major Thomas G. Finley, of Camp 
Gordon, are investigating the situa- 
tion, and. say that if it is found 
possible to construct the pontoon 
pridge this will be done, It is said 
they will recommend a bridge. It 
was at first thought best to rig up 
one big..water main across the 
river, but the present plan is to 
sling up six or eight small mains 
on the pontoon. 

Two electricians were ordered out 
from Atlanta tonight to get the 
pumps of the city into working 


condition, so that the yestern side 
of the city’ can be supplied with 


water, although it will not be pos- 
sible to supply the eastern side of 
the city until the water main that 
was swept away with the foot 
bridge can be replaced. 

United efforts of the citizens on 
both sides of the river have been 
so well co-ordinated and so enthu- 
siastically executed that Wednes- 
day night found plang well under

EARL GREY QUITS 
BRITISH MISSION 


‘Inability of British Am- 


bassador to Present Cre- 
dentials to the President 


Said to Be Cause of De- 
cision.

Washington, December 11.—Vis- 
count Edward Grey, British ambas- 
sador to the United States, has de- 
cided to relinquish his “special mis- 
sion” to the United States, it was 
learned officially today. The Brit- 
ish embassy declined to discuss the 
reasons for Viscount Grey’s deci- 
sion, but there is the best reason 
for attributing it to his keen em- 
barrassment and chagrin occasioned 
by his inability to present his cre- 
dentials to President Wilson. 

When Viscount Grey arrived in 
the United States a few months ago, 
it was believed that he would con- 
tribute greatly to the strengthening 
of the bonds between Great Britain 
and this country. His long and dis- 
tinguished service as British secre- 
tary for foreign affairs, and his 
championship in England of the 
league of nations, were thought to 
fit him peculiarly for his “special 
mission” to America, 

Viscount Grey was chosen as am- 
bassador‘to this country after the 
British government had experienced 
the greatest difficulty in finding a 
man suitable for the embassy in 
Washington. . The position was not 
one widely desired. The difficul- 


great. Viscount Grey decepted, it 
was understood at the time, only 
from the highest considerations of 


his country, and not in any sense 


from personal motives. He had been 
in retirement ever since his with- 
drawal from Downing street, chief- 
ly on adcount of an impairment of 
vision, occasioned by overwork at 
the foreign office. ete.) 

Facts Not Known. 

1 not known whether Viscount 
Grey was instructed by his govern- 
ment to inform the state depart- 
ment that’ he would return to Eng- 
land, or he took the initiative and 
acquainted his government with the 
impossibility of his discharging the 
functions of his office. In some 
quarters it has been hinted that 
the British government, feeling that 
the position in which Ambassador 
Grey had been placed was incom- 
patible with the dignity of the Brit- 
ish empire, has recalled him, and 
that his successor will not be named 
until after President Wilson shall 
have sufficiently recovered to per- 
mit him to receive foreign ambas- 
sadors. 

It is thought that Hon. Ronald C. 
Lindsay, counséllor of embassy, will 
be charge d'affaires after the de- 
parture of Viscount Grey. So far 
as could be learned today no defi- 
nite date has been set for the de- 
parture for Viscount Grey, but it 
was intimated that he would leave 
by January 1. 

First Time in History. 

It will be the first instance in 
the history of the United States that 
an ambassador or minister from 
Great Britain has not been formally 
received in Washington. Viscount 
Grey has only been able to meet 
Secretary of State Lansingpand oth- 
er members of the government. 
It could not be learned today wheth- 
er President Wilson would grant 
him an interview before the am- 
bassador sails. 

It is not believed that the ex- 
perience of Viscount Grey will in 
any way affect the cordial relations 
between the British. and American 
governments, but it is believed that 
it will make it even more difficult 


a suitable and acceptable man for 
the Washington embassy. The post 
here is recognized as being of: the 
utmost and prime importance and 
responsibility, owing to the vast 
work of reconstruction, the tremen- 
dous problems attendant upon it, 
and the necessity of dinplomacy’s 
service to meet and to sotwe them. 
It was to the consideration and 
solution of these great questions 
that Viscount Grey expected to de- 
vote his attention and intellect. in 
an effort to obtain the largest 
measure of American co-operation 
for Great Britain.

IN FRANCE, HE STATES 


“His Splendid Democrat- 
ic Spirit Impressed the 
French People,” Asserts 
Speaker—Pershing and 
Staff Leave for Anniston. 


That the returned American sol- 

diers can be relied upon to uphold 
law and order despite the dangerous 
activities of anarchists, advocates 
of soviet rule, and bolshevists; that 
the impression left by the American 
army in France will ever be a grand 
tradition in that war-ridden coun- 
try; and that the fusion of the forces 
of the north and the south has wov- 
en a stronger and greater America 
than was ever dreamed of, were the 
outstanding features of the address 
of General John J. Pershing, com- 
mander of the United States army, 
before more than five hundred resi- 
dents of Atlanta at the Piedmont 
Driving club last night. 
’ Three cheers were given by the 
enthusiastic crowd as America’s 
great chieftain entered the dining 
hall and marched through an aisle 
of admirers to the center of the 
stage which had been erected for 
this purpose.

trey and Brigadier General W. 8. 
Richardson, Judge 8. Pricé Gilbert 
and members of General Pershing’s 
staff. 
Many Patriotic Favors. 

The walls of the dining hall were 
shrouded in bunting with American 
flags predominating. At the dinner 
many patriotic favors brought back 
vividly the tense times of two years 
ago when the issue was in doubt, 
while on every side the gay chatter 
of debutantes and society matrons 
enlivened the scene. The general 
was constantly bowing to friends 
throughout the audience. 

Gengral Pershing sat in the cen- 
ter of the stage, with Mayor Key on 
his left, Judge Gilvert on his right. 
Next to the toastmaster was Gov- 
ernor Dorsey and General Richard- 
son. 

Following a short address by 
Judge Gilbert, in which he spoke in- 
teresting of the efforts of General 
Pershing in assembling a great 
army and of how their record 
crowned his achievement, he intro- 
duced Mayor Key, who presented 
General Pershing to the audience. 

Mayor Key remarked that “only 
twice have we been honored by the 
visit of a general of the United 
States army to Atlanta. When they 
come we entertain them to the best 
of our ability. When Sherman came 
we made it as interesting for him 
as possible, finally turning the en- 
tire city over to him. History, it 
is said, repeats itself, hence we are 
now turning over the city to his 
successor.” 

Preet ef. Patriotism. 

Mayor Key then spoke of the 
forgotten animosity of the factions 


of half a century ago and stated 
that both sections now vied with 
each other to prove that each is 
more patriotic. He declared it 
a matter of Providence that the 
country had been preserved and put 
on one solid basis to save the world 
and civilization.

SOLDIERS AT FORT 


Commander of A. E. F. 
Declares Their Chevrons 
Prove That They Are 
Entitled to Best _Coun- 
try Can Afford. 


TALKS WITH THE MEN 
-ON COTS IN HOSPITAL 


Meets Lieutenant For- 
rester and Praises Him 
for Bravery Shown on 
Battlefield — Inspects 
Camp Jessup.

“I hereby pledge myself to do ev- 
erything possible to bring some ma- 
terial benefit to you men, for your 
service has been one of unusual sac- 
rifice, and the chevrons showing 
wounds that were received in ac- 
tion are badges of honor, and ought 
to entitle you to the best the coun- 
try can afford.” 

General John J. Pershing, com- 
mander of the khaki-clad millions 
that formed the “balance of power” 
in the world war, America’s popular 
idol and her foremost soldier, thus 
expressed the sentiments of the en- 
tire nation in his short address to 
the wounded heroes at Fort Mc- 
Pherson Thursday afternoon. 

Decorations Presented. 

Following the addresses, Miss Ro- 
salie Howell, of Atlanta, who served 
for four years with the French and 
American troops-in France, was 
presented a Croix de Guerre with a 
bronze star by General Parshing, 
following the reading of the cita- 
tion that actompanied the awar 
‘Mrs. Frances Gordén-Smith w 
congratulated for recéiving the 
“silver military medal” for devo- 
tion to duty, and Miss Helen Doug- 
las for receiving the “medaille re- 
connaissance,” bestowed’ by the 
French government for conspicuous 
conduct under trying conditions. 

The soldiers at Fort McPherson 
have heard many speeches, but nev- 
er one that touched the. heart- 
strings as did the few words of 
General Pershing Thursday. They 
came straight from the heart; filled 
with a note of admiration for the 
men who had braved the hell of the 
front lines, and who had go nar- 
rowly escaped paying the supreme 
sacrifice in the defense of their 
country. 

“It was possible to win, because 
you men made it so,” he said. 
“Without your co-operation and 
without the dashing bravery that 
marked your every action, the bat- 
tles never would have been won, and 
the successful drives inaugurated 
would have ended in ignoble fail- 
ure and disgrace.” 

No Room ‘Yor Pitye— 

“I have tried to pity you men who 
received wounds in action. But I 
cannot; I do not feel that it is a 
question of pity, but a matter of 
congratulation that you have those 
coveted chevrons to show that yours 
was a fight waged in the front lines, 
and you are envied by those of us 
who have no such signs of our 
service.” 

General Pershing’s feeling for the 
men he commanded in the fastnesses 
of the Argonne; his love for the 
men who did his bidding in. the St. 
Mihiel sector, was shown in the very 
first utterance of his address. 

“I did not know I was to speak to 
you men untH I was 20 steps away 
from this building. But it is no 
hard matter to talk to men you 
fought with, and to thank them for 
the services they rendered under 
conditions such as those who have 
not been there can never realize.” 

Maintain Same Standard. 

In. concluding his speech to the 
wounded heroes, General Pershing 
urged them, in their return to civil 
pursuits to maintain the same high 
standard they had shown in their 
military career, stating that the 
history of wars had proved the na- 
tion’s fighters were later the mould- 
ers of the nation’s welfare, declar- 
ing that only by a conscientious ob- 
servance of the rules that had made 


their army life a success could the 
future of the nation be assured. 

Then General Pershing expressed 
a desire to meet the members of the 
“Overseas” club, composed of women 
who served with the expeditionary 
forces, and ~other guests seated in 
a semi-circle around him. First 
came the club members; women whe 
served chocolate to the 
wearied and grimy from service in 
‘the front line sections; nuTfses who 
cared for the boys when they were 
brought back to the hospitals suf- 
fering from their wounds of battle, 
and finally, the women in the base 
ports, who had given the boys a last 
farewell and a God-speed to the 
arms of loved ones waiting back 
home. 

They were followed by the wear- 
ers of the gray during the conflict 
of the sixties; old heroes, their 
snow-white heards and whiter locks 
of hair, bent eks and unsteady 
legs, strangely contrasting with the 
erect figure of “Black Jack” Per- 
shing. chieftain of the American 
erusaders.

Republicans Vote to a 
Man for Abandonment of 
Atlanta’s Largest Army 
Camp—Jessup and Mc- 
Pherson Retained.

Washington, December 11.—With 
less than 100 members on the floor 
the house of representatives late 
this afternoon killed the proposi- 
tion to retain Camp Gordon, Ga., as 
a permanent military post by a vote 
of 34 to 51, thus making mandatory 
the recommendation of the commit- 
tee that the camp be salvaged at 
once and the proceeds from the sale 
turned into the United States treas- 
ury. 

Coupled with the enactment for 
the salvaging of Camp Gordon was 
the statute providing for the per- 
manent retention of Camp Benning, 
at Columbus, and the appropriation 
of approximately $750,000 for the 
completion of the same as a per- 
manent military training camp for 
infantry and small arms, 

The Georgia delegation, without 
a single exception, stood nobly by 
Camp Gordon, although favoring 
Benning, and Judge Crisp, of the 
third, a leader in the house as a 
member of the ways and means com- 
mittee, made an impassioned speech 
of ten minutes in favor of Camp 
Gordon that was strongly applauded 
on both sides, although the repub- 
licans, almost to a man, voted—for 
political reasons—to sustain’ the 
majority committee report, 


Crisp Takes Initiative. 


As carried in these dispatches last 
night.the bill of the house military 
committee to make emergency ap- 
propriations for camps and canton- 
ments coupled the permanency of 
Camp Benning, at Columbus, with 
the salvaging of Camp Gordon, of 
Atlanta. In the absence of Con- 
gressman Upshaw, ofthe Atlanta 
district; who was in Atlanta at the 
time with Gefieral Pershing for the 
purpose of inspecting Gordon and 
other Atlanta military plants, it be- 
ing understood that this bill would 
not be reported out until General 
Pershing had made his report, Judgé 
Charles Crisp, of the third district, 
took the initiative, supported by ev- 
ery member of the Georgia delega- 
tion, and not only urged an amend- 
ment to strike the proviso, but 


‘earnestly and vigorusly defended 


that position on the floor in ten 
minutes allotted him. 

He took the position that Gordon 
was not only one of the first train- 
ing camps in America, particularly 
well equipped by reason of location, 
transportation, environment, rail fa- 
cilities, etc, but that it was in 
proximity to.

With a Pistol 
And Black Jack 
Captain Stood 


As His Sergeants “Beat 
Up” American Soldiers 
in France--Witness Tells 
of Alleged Brutalities of 
Detzer. 


New York, December 11.—Captain 
Karl W. Detzer, charged with bru- 
tality to prisoners in France, on 
several occasions stood by with a 
pistol in one hand and a blackjack 
in the other while his sergeants 
“beat up” a man in his custody, ac- 
cording to testimony given today at 
his courtmartial on Governor's Is- 
land. 

This testimony was given by 
Clarence H. Lacey, of Indianapolis, 
one of the principal witnesses for 
the prosecution, from whom the de- 
fense, however, forced an admission 
that he once had been .convicted in 
Ohio “of a crime” and that he had 
faced various charges while in the 
army. Lacey, an ex-soldier, admit- 
ted he ha@ escaped from Captain 
Detzer, former commander of the 
308th military police company, after 
he had been arrested by him on a 
street in Le Mans for being absent 
without leave. The defense brought 
out that he also had left his organ- 
ization in this country before it had 
sailed for France and that in 1914 
he had been accused of deserting 
from the Sixth cavalry. 


Made Detzer “Beat It.” 


Lacey testified that he had first 
met Detzer when he had come out 
of a cafe with Private Fred M. 


Yates, now a military prisoner, who’ 


it is expected will be called tomor- 
row by the prosecution. Lacey sald 
Detzer ordered them to come along 
with him, but after they had gone 
a short distance, Yates dropped his 
hand to his revolver and “told the

TREATY [5 DEAD, 
SAY REPUBLICANS 


Until Again Submitted 
by President Wilson. 
G. O.’P. Leaders Blame 
Democrats for the Sit- 
uation. 


Washington, December 11.—The 
first open discussion of the peace 
treaty in the senate at this session 
of congress came today during the 
debate on the railroad bill. 

Senator Lodge, the republican 
leader, and Senator Lenroot, of Wis- 
consin, leader of the “mild reser- 
vation” group of republican sena- 
tors, declared the treaty was “dead” 
until again submitted by the presi- 
dent, and charged the democrats 
with responsibility for the failure 
to ratify it at the special session. 

Senator Underwood, democrat, 
Alabama, said the treaty could be 
called up at any time by a majority 
vote, and in turn charged the repub- 
licans with responsibility for the 
failure of the senate to act. 

The treaty debate lasted about 
an hour, but without result so far 
as future plans for its disposition 
are concerned, and ended with a 
Statement by Senator Thomas, dem- 
ocrat, Colorado, that as “both sides 
having passed and repassed the 
buck,” it was time for the senate 
to turn to real business. 

The treaty was brought to the 
fore when Senator Underwood, in 
demanding prompt passage of the 
railroad . bill, charged the repub- 


; licans with failure to enact any sub- 


stantail legislatioa and cited defeat 
of the treaty as a republican der 
liction. Senators Lodge.and Leara 
promptly challenged the Alabama 
senator, asserting the democrats 
are responsible for present inac- 
tion on the treaty. 


Lenroot Blames Wilson. 


“The blame lies on the democratic 
side and on the president,” said Sen- 
ator Lenroot, reviewing the senate’s 
procedure on November 19, and 
charging that “propaganda”. exists 
to hold the republicans responsible 
Before the 
vote on the Lodge resolution, Sena- 
tor Lenroot said, the republicans 
“repeatedly” asked Senator Hitch- 
cock, who was not in the senate 
chamber during the discussion, to 
Suggest some counter propositign, 
but that none came nor yet has been 
presented. 

“Until he does there is no way 
by which the treaty can be rati- 
fied,” the Wisconsin senator added. 

“The senator has been trying to 
put the blame for the whole treaty 
Situation on this side,” Senator Un- 
derwood replied. “He can’t do that. 
The country will mever receive the 
argument. The treaty is lying on 
the vice president’s table and a ma- 
jority of the senate can take it up 
at any time.” 

“The treaty is not before us,” 
Senator Lodge interjected. “It can't 
be taken up. The senate has over- 
ruled three times the proposition 
the senator from Alabama puts 
forth. It contravenes every pnrece- 
dent and every principle of parlia- 
menta:y procedure.” : 

Denying Mr. Lodge’s assertions, 
Senator Underwood said the only 
thing disposed of was the proposed 
resolutions of ratification and con- 
tended :that- the treaty itself still 
is pending. 

“T know,” Senator Underwood con- 
tinued, .“that.as. long as the ma- 
jority on that (Republican) side say 
the treaty is dead, it is dead tem- 
porarily, because nobody can do 
anything with it because a majority 
won't vote to take it up. But if the 
majority desired to resurrect the 
treaty, we could doit.” 

Willson Can Withdraw. 

“The president can withdraw and 
resubmit it the same day,” Senator 
Lodge interjected. 

“And the senate also can tell the 

resident: that the treaty is dead, 
Mr. Underwood countered. “I think 
it is proper for the majority to 
notify the president, which has not 
been done.” 

Senator Borah, declaring he view- 
ed the treaty’s “death” with ex- 
treme satisfaction, entered into the 

ebate to say: 

. ‘“T trust sincerely that it is dead 
and that it will stay dead. It’s 
about the best thing the senate 
has done in twenty years and if it 
had done nothing else but kill that 
treaty it would be entitled to grat- 
ifyication of the American epople 
for all time to come. 

“The treaty has passed from con- 
sideration of the senate,” Mr. Bo- 
rah continued, “to the people.

It. has been learned on 
good authority that he took no 
part in the negotiation with the 
mine workers’ union chiefs during 
the last week, and that though in- 
formed and consulted after their 
initiation, the terms laid out as 
finally accepted contravene his con- 
ception of the main principle in- 
volved, 

It was recalled in connection with 
the resignation that in suggesting a 
14 per cent wage increase as fair

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RL LEGISLATION 
‘SEEMS HOPELESS 


‘Strong Opposition to the 
Cummins Measure Indi- 
cates It Can’t Be Passed 
by January 1—Under- 
wood Urges Action.

Washington, December 11.—Hope 
of enacting railroad legislation by 
January 1, the date on which Presi- 
dent Wilson has announced the 
roads would be turned back to pri- 
vate control, virtually was - aban- 
doned today by senate leaders. 

Strong and unexpected opposition 


the Cummins bill, designed to meet 
conditions with the end of govern- 
ment control and it was by a slim 
and narrow margin that its advo- 
cates defeated a motion to set it 
aside and take up the sugar con- 
trol measure. 

In view of the short time remain- 
ing before the Christmas recess and 
the fact that the Cummins bill, if 
passed, must be sent to conference 
with the Esch bill, recently passed 
by the house, republican and demo- 


cratic senators predicted that it 
would not be humanly possible to 
frame a law by the end of the 
month, even if congress kept stead- 
ily and continuously at work. 

The day’s upturn was keenly dis- 
appointing to friends of the Cum- 
mins bill, which would have been 
passed Monday, with less than a 
score of senators voting, except for 
a demand by Senator La Follete, 
republican, of Wisconsin, for a 
quorum. On an aye and nay vote 
the bill was passed and Vice Presi- 
dent Marshall was ready to an- 
nounce the result when the obvious 
absence of a quorum upset. the 
whole proceeding and reopened dis- 
cussion still unending. 


Underwood Urges Action, 


During the course of an addresg 
today in which he made a sharp 
demand for immediate action, Sen- 
ator Underwood, democrat, of Ala- 
bama, took notice of widely circu- 
lated rumors that the president 
would not return the roads to their 
owners on January 1. Senator Un- 
derwood frankly announced that he 
did not know what President Wil- 
son intended to do. 

“But,” he added, “the president 
has said that he would turn them 
back the first of the year, and it 
has been my observation that when 
he said he’d do a thing he did it.” 

Taking up for the time being 
the minority leadership, Senator 
Underwood fought off,attempts to 
side-track the railroad bill, ard de- 
fended it against attacKs by mem- 
bers of his own party. While he 
did not approve all of its provisions, 
the Alabama senator declared it 
protected the financial interests of 
the roads and did not “unduly bur- 
den the rublic.” 

Calling attention to “great strikes 
and industrial disturbances,” he said 
the president had appealed to con- 


, ress for aid and “not one line of 


legislation had been enacted.” 
“If the republican party in con- 


| trol of the senate adjourns without 


passing a railroad hill,” the Ala- 
bama senator declared. “the Ameri- 
can people will repudiate it in ev- 
ery state.” 

The principal attack on the bill 
was made by Senator La Follette, 
who had already spoken two full 
days, and who has not yet approach- 
ed the end of his long address. After 
he had been steadily assailing the 
measure for two hours. Senator 
La Follette temporarily yielded the 
floor to Senator McKellar, democrat, 
of Tennessee, who was proceeding 
to demand elimination of certain 
provisions characterized as “bolshe- 
vistic” when he halted suddenly and 
announced that he did not intend to 
speak to empty benches.

But in the two-hour wran- 
gle—not on the sugar bill itself, 
but the question of taking it up— 
republicans and democrats had on 
their fighting clothes, with the dis- 
cussion running far afield. - 

La Fellette Attacks Bill. 


In his argument against the bill 
Senator La Follette declared that its 
enactment would add to the cost of 
living because an increase in freight 
rates would come with the end of 
government control, which, he in- 
sisted. had been eminently success- 
ful. Senator La Follette said he had 
been assured “by competent men in 
the railroad administration” that 
the crest of the hill kad been reach- 
ed. and that government operation 
“would show a profit from this time 
on and that there would be no need 
for an increase in rates.” 

It seems incredible, Senator La- 
Follette declared, that legislation 
which would add to the cost of liv- 
ing “should find support in this 
body.” 

“And yet that is precisely what 
the bill will do,” he added. “Just as 
soon as the roads are turned back 
the interstate commerce commis- 
sion will be compelled to make 
rates high enough to give them a 
return of 5% or 6 per cent. Experts 
have told the senate committee 
that the turn back must be followed 
by an increase in rates.” 

He declared the bill's enactment 
would “constitute the greatest stain 
on legislation in the history of the 
American nation.” “There is no- 
wheer in this bill,” said Mr. La Fol- 
lette, “one clause in the interest of 
the people and the measure sought 
to validate all the chicanery of sev- 
enty years of railway jugglery and 
fasten it on the people.” 


Why MeKellar Objects, 


Senator McKellar’s particular ob- 
jection to the Cummins bill was that 
it would take a part of the earnings 
from a road properly managed and 
rendering efficient service and give 
it to a road poorly managed and of 
little benefit to the public. He char- 
acterized the provision as “indefen- 
sible” and declared that there were 
enough constitutional objections in 
the bill to demand immediate recon- 
sideration. 

There was a suggestion from a 
number of senators after adjourn- 
ment tonight that it might be neces- 
sary to defer the Christmas recess. 
It also was suggested that the sen- 
ate endeavor to obtain from the 
president a statement as to his plans 
for the turn back of the roads, in 
view of his silence on this question 
since his message to the extraordi- 
nary session of congress last May. 
Some senators thought that if the 
president contemplated any brief de- 
lay it would help in the framing of 
legislation and obviate the risk of 
unwise provisions through hasty ac- 
tion now in the light of strong op- 
position to the Cummins bill.

An embargo was placed by the 
American Railway Express company 
on all outbound shipments, effec- 
tive yesterday and continuing 
through today. it was announced 
yesterdav by H. Marshall, general 
agent of the express company. 

Mr. Marshall hopes that conditions 
will warrant the liftine of the em- 
bargo by tomorrow. The embargo 
was thought necessary owing to 
the curtailed train service, the coal 
conservation orders and the aban- 
donment of some railroad lines due 
to washouts.

That Atlanta is the electrical hub 
of the south has been demonstrated 


by the great rain storm ofthe Past | 


few days, which put out of business 
many of the hydro-electric plants in 
this section. Wires carrying many 
millions of volts of electricity radi- 
ate from this city to North and South 
Carolina, Tennessee, Alabama and to 
many points in Georgia, and, in 
cases of emergency, current can be 
diverted and made to flow through 
Atlanta to points that are in dis- 
tress. 

On Thursday afternoon, according 


+to information from Rawson Collier, 


of the Georgia Railwry and Power 
company, electrical current was 
flowing through this city from Nash- 
ville and Chattanooga, in Tennessee, 
and from North and South Carolina 
to Columbus and other Georgia 
cities that have suffered by the 
rain storm, The power, usually 
generated at Bull Sluice, the. big 
plant near Atlanta, which has 
been shut down for a couple of 
days in order to allow its workmen 


a breathing spell after many hours 
of hard and ftaithful duty Tuesday 
night and Wednesday, is being re- 
placed by current from the above 
points, and Atlanta’s power for 
lights, street car service and munic- 
ipal activities, such as pumping wa- 
ter, is being supplied from Tennes- 
see and Carolina points and from 
the Talullah Falls plant of the Geor- 
gia Railway and Power company. 
Current is also being brought

his best troops have been captured 
’ by or have voluntarily gone over to 
. the bolsheviki, and he is practical- 


ly without resources. His remote- 


24 ness from ‘Europe has precluded the 
giving of material 


assistance to 


_him by the alited powers, and the 


lack of reasonable expectation that 
he can rehabilitate himself is not 
regarded as an inducement to Ja- 
pan and to the United States to 
increase their contributions to the 
maintenance and welfare of his ad- 
ministration. 


Situation Ise Military. 
Experts here declare that the sit- 


uation in Siberia today is military 


and not political; that the defeat 
of Admiral Kelchak and the pros- 
tration of his government at the 
hands of, the bolsheviki pOssesses 
no real political, but only military 
significance. As long as there was 
a prospect of an advance upon Mos- 
cow from western Siberia, e Kol- 
chak government was looked upon 
as the symbol of Russian unity and 
government; that symbol can_ be 
transferred, it was asserted today, 
to thé Dénikine government with- 
out committing any violence to any 
prin¢iple for which the anti-bolshe- 
vists are fighting. 

General Denikine as well as other 
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co-ordination of efforts and of cam- 
paigns against the soviet rule. 

The real directors of the mant- 
foid Russian undertakings against 
the bolsheviki include, it is pointed 
out, powerful personalities other 
than Admiral Kolchak and General 
Denikine themselves, but with 
whom Kolchak and Denikine are 
both in substantial agreement. 
Sazonoff, foreign minister of the 
Omsk government, is also foreign 
minister of General Denikine’s gov- 
ernment, and it is expected that he 
will be the instrumentality employ- 
ed-for announcing to the world 
the transference of.the supreme &au- 
thority from Admital Kolchak to 
General Denikine. 


Influence Declining. 


Kor several months the political 
influence of the Kolchak govern- 
ment has been declining, while 
that of the Denikine government 
has correspondingly increased. Ad- 
miral .Kolehak, although supplied 
with facilities for wireless commu- 
nication and helped by the inter- 
allied improvement and administra- 
tion of the trans-Siberian railroad, 
has been practically isolated, while 
General Denikine has been in con- 
stant contact with European mis- 
sions and, until lately, has received 
enormous quantities of war supplies 
from Great Britain. 

Another vital element against 
Kolchak has been that his govern- 
ment was established outside Eu- 
ropean Russia, and the fact that 
General Denikine has operated suc- 
cessfully in south Russia, “the Rus- 
sia of the Russians,” has. tremernd- 
ously augmented his prestige. 

It was learnéd from official in- 
telligence today that the bolshevik 
government has between 450,000 
and 500,000 soldiers in the field. 
Approximately 100,000 are operat- 
ing against the Baltic states and 
Poland; about the same number 
against the Kolchak government in 
Siberia, and some 300,000 are _ en- 
gaged in south Russia against Gen- 
eral Denikine. Russians are un- 
derstood to attach significance to 
this physical manifestation of the 
bolshevik estimates of the danger 
the soviet government assigns to 
its various enemies, and this is one 
of the reasons why the transference 
of the supreme authority from Kol- 
chak to Denikine is impending. 


Harmless Superstitions. 


(From The Columbus (Ohio) Dis- 
patch.) 


Everybody is superstitious and it 
is all right. At least it doesn’t do 
any harm, which is the same thing. 
It is possible for one to carry his 
superstitions too —ifar, perhaps; 


where superstition interferes with. 


one’s enjoyment in the way of con- 
tenment, it may not be well. But it 
doesn‘t work that way very often. 
Generally our superstitions are 
trivial and do us no harm. To carry 
a coin in the pocket for luck; to 
comment about seeing the moon 
over the left shoulder; to refuse to 
walk under a laddefr;-to believe that 
it is bad luck to turn back; to make 
a wish at the appearance of the 
first star of tRe evening; to sup- 
pose it is not well to break a mir- 
ror, which it isn’t well to do; to 
give heed to the thousand and one 
little. superstitions which are en- 
tertained by the people does no 
harm whatever. They are all part 
of the complexities of life if you 
please, and if we didn’t entertain 
them, why, we might be worrying 
about something else. But the point 
is, everybody is superstitious, re- 
gardless: of what he says about it. 
He may not really know that he is 
superstitions; he may be honest in 
believing that he is not. But the 
fact remains that superstition was 
bred into the race away back in the 
jungle, where little was understood, 
where importance “vas attached to 
the shape of the clouds, where trees 
and stones and mountains and riv- 
ers had a personality—and we can’t 
get it out of the system. So we 
might just as well indulge in the 
small talk that superstitions in- 
volve as to spend our time in criti- 
cicing somebody.

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NEW ROW STARTED 
BY REPUBLICANS 


Fight Is Aftermath of the 


Mann-Gillett Episode of 
Last Spring — Promises 


Veritable Combat. 


By James A. Hollomon. 
(By Constitution Leased Wire.) 


Washington, December 10.—An- 
other factional fight has started 
among the republican leaders in 
the house and it so promises a,ver- 
itable combat that the party bosses 
who are here attending the natton- 
al committee meeting had it up in 
informal executive session tonight. 
It’s an aftermath of the Mann- Gil- 
lett episode of last spring, except 
it may be likened to a genuine case 
of smallpox following a light case 
of varioloid. 

To tell the story, I will have to 
Start at the starting point: 

Early last spring the house re- 
publicans caucused to select a 
speaker forthe sixty-sixth con- 
gress, this being the first opportu- 
nity they had had,.of this kind since 


1911. _ Since the democratic acces- 
sion in that year James R. Mann, 
of Chicago, had been the G. O. P. 

. all 
agreed, sO it was assumed that ~ 
would be chosen speaker.

Manh’s speakership aspirations were 
doomed and Frederick H. Gillett, of 
Springfield, Mass., was chosen over 
the man who had led the forlorn 
hope for eight years. 

So far but no farther would the 
caucus go. They were ordered to 
ditch Mann. and elect Gillett, and 
did so, but when it came to select- 
ing a floor leader they chose Frank 
W. Mondell, of New Castle, Wyo.. 
one of the Mann or so-called “reac-

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H. M. S. “Hood” Has, 
Just Been Launched. 
New Capital Ship Be- 
lieved to Embody Les- 
sons Learned at Battle of 
Jutland. 


By Clair Price. 

London, Decembér 13.—H. M. & 
Hood, the greatest fighting ship in 
the world, has just been launched 
and the old question of the useful- 
mess of great surface men of war 
pops up its head again. The dis- 
cussion:is particularly acrimonious 
in connection with the launching of 
the.Mood, for the recent books of 
Lord Fisher and Admiral Sir Percy 
Scott, both of whom are leaders of 
that school of naval thinkers. who 
believe the surface ship obsolete, 
have brought the subject well to 
the fore again. 

Additional interest is lent to the 


Hood, in view of the fact that she is 
the f3 capitai ship in the royal 
navy to be built since the battle of 
Jutland on May 31-June 1, 1916. 
Doubtless she embodies in her con- 
struction some of the lessons which 
the British navy learned from that 
instructive action, 

It will be of interest to compare 
the Hood with the U. S. S. New Mex-

Committees Formed. 

The citizens of the western bank 
of the river formed an organization 
Thursday for the purpose of cen- 
tralizing the efforts of the commu- 
nity at warding off suffering or 
radical inconvenience that can be 
avoided. The mayor of the city, 
Mark MeCulloh, is chairman of the 
committee, and has under his super- 
vision a committee composed of 
prominent citizens of West Point. 

This committee has been subdi- 
vided into chairmen of specific com~ 
mittees for the purpose of caring 
for various needa”, such as drinking 
water, groceries, gasoline for 
trucks, kerosene, and other neces- 
sities. An investigation committee; 
composed of Rev. S. C. Spiegel and 
J. P. Griffin, will look into the cases 
of potential suffering, report them 
to the headquarters that will be 
maintained at Mr. Griffin’s home, 
and all cases will be cared for im- 
mediately. e4 

In addition to this feature, and in 
co-operation with it, will work the 
Red Cross party from Atlanta un- 
der Joseph C. Logan, and represent- 
atives of the gulf division of the 
Red Cross, who arrived Thursday 
on the western side from Opelika 
to offer the unlimited services of 
the Red Cross workers at New Or- 
leans and through/ut the gulf di- 
vision. 

There has been absolutely no dis- 
order in either section of the city, 
and everyone is cool-headed and co- 
operating to the Ijmit of his capac- 
ity make things normal again. The 
spirit of the citizens is such that 
they will not believe local people 
capable of any unfair actions at all, 
and are firmin their insistence that.

TRAVELERS MAROONED 
IN SWIRLING OCONEE. 


Milledgeviile, Ga., December 11.— 
(Special.)—H. G. Arnold, of Macon, 
auto salesman, was marooned for 
four and a half hours in the Oconee 
river here this morning. He was 
rescued at noon from his auto in 
which he was traveling by J. C. 
Black, superintendent of the local 
power company, ina bateau. Mr. 
Arnold was en route to Tennille 
and was advised that he could cross 
the causeway leading to the main 


two feet of water, for several oth- 
ers had safely made the trip. 

When out several hundred yards 
from shore, Mr. Arnold's car hit 
a washout in the fill and it came 
near turning over off the embank- 
ment into 12 feet of water. The driver, 
alone, was forced to sit there help- 
less, wtih the river rising and ex- 
posed to the cold for many hours.

Both autos are now- almost com- 
pletely submerged and: will doubt- 
less be lost. The river at this point, 
after receding last evening, began to 
rise again this morning and is now 
several feet higher than on yester- 
day, and still is rising. There 
rain falling here at.7 o’clock and 
it is quite cold. '

The Central of Georgia has estab- 
lished a temporaky depot three miles 
from the city, the tracks along the 
banks of the river near the Union 
depot being inundated. 

One hundred and twenty persons, 
mostly negroes, were rescued from 
lowland position this 
afternoon by a rescue party headed 
by Walter B. Jones, city commis- 
sioner. A shuttle train Was oper- 
ated to the water’s edge, a mile 
from the marooned spot, and two 
launches were sent to the place to 
rescue the stricken persons, who 
were loaded on the train and 
brought back to Montgomery. They 
declared they had not had food since 
Wednesday morning and ravenously 
devoured Food furnished by the city 
at the police station and audito- 
rium. = 

Hundreds of cattle and hogs were 
found by the party floating on the 
river and caught in underbrush, 
where they hag been beaten to 
déath. Another rescue left the city 
early this afternoon for points on 
the Tallapoosa river, where it was 
reported many persons were 
stranded.

DEATHS INCREASE 
IN MISSISSIPPI. 

Jackson, Miss., December 11.—~ 
With flood waters in some parts 
of the eastern part of'the state re- 
ceding, a higher stage was reached 
in smaller streams in the southern 
part tonight and the known death 
toll reached seven. 

The dead are two white trainmen 
in wrecks on the Mississippi Central 
railroad, between Hattiesburg. and 
Brookhaven; three negroes drowned 
at Hattiesburg, and one negro 
drowned at Meridian, and a man 
killed in a wreck near Tylertown. 

The flood was felt the most at 
Hattiesburg and Meridian, where 
hundreds of negroes are still home- 
less since the deluges of Monday. 
Enterprise and Basic City, near 
Meridian, are still: under water. 

Hope of establishing train con- 
nections to the south from Meridian 
were expressed tonight by Southern 
railway officials and a through 
train to Cincinnat! and New York 
left New Orleans tonight for this 
route. 

The traffic of the Gulf and Ship 
Island and Mississippi Central lines 
is practically tied up. A wreck on 
the Fernwood and Gulf railroad in 
south Mississippi today when a 
trestle gave way near Tylertown, 
is reported. One man was reported 
killed. Water was over the tracks 
near Bush, La. of the New Or- 
leans and Great Northern tonight, 
a line over which many Mississippi 
trains have been detoured. Trains 
were still running. 

Because of the limited telephone 
service and the demoralized rail 
transportation an accurate esti- 
mate of damage probably will not 
be available for days. 

Meridian and Hattiesburg were 
probably the heaviest sufferers, as 
twenty-five hundred negroes in the 
two cities were driven from their 
homes and many ‘tvashouts on rail- 
road lines resulted from the flood-

LIBERIA NEGRO BISHOP 
PASSES INTO BEYOND 


South Orange, N. J., 11. 
Alexander Priestly Camphor, negro 
bishop of Liberia, Africa, for the 
Methodist Episcopal church and ne- 


gro educator in the United States, 
died today of pneumonia athhis res- 
idence here after a week’s illness. 
He was 54 years old. Born in 
Louisiana of slave parents, he ful- 
filled a pledge made by his mother 
to his dying father that she would 
have her son edficated to preach in 
Africa. The boy was adopted by 
the Rey. Stephen Priestly and sent 
to New Orleans university, where 
he received the degree of A. 
Later he went to Gammon Theologi- 
cal seminary and did post-graduate 
work at Cuolumbia university and 
Union Theological seminary. 

From 1889 to 1893 he was profes- 
sor of mathematics at New Orieans 
university and later was pastor of 
churches in Orange, N. J. In 1897 
he went to Africa as president of 
the College of West Africa at Mon- 
rovia, Liberia, where he served ten 
years. in the last five of which 
he also acted as vice consul gen- 
eral of the United States. Return- 
ing to the United States he acted 
as president of Central Alabama 
college for eight years and in 1916 
was elected missionary bishop of 
Liberia.

Twenty-two bridges in Fulton 
county have been washed away, the 
replacing of whith will cost a quar- 
ter of a million dollars, according 
to county officials, 


Oscar Mills, chairman of the pub- 
lic works committee of the Fulton 
commission, stated Thursday night 
that it will be impossible to rebuild 
these bridges at present and that 
it will take several weeks to throw 
up temporary bridges. 

He stated that in the case of the 
Piedmont bridge’ over Peachtree 
creek, there were over 1,600 feet of 
lumber that had been specially or- 
Gered from the lumber mills. He 
also explained that it is almost im- 
possible to get concrete now and if 
it were obtainable it is too cold to 
construct concrete bridges and 
roads. The majority of the bridges 
that were swept away were con- 
crete.

Came to Death From 
Gunshot Wound Inflict- 
ed by Own Hand While 
Mentally Deranged, 
Finds Coroner’s Jury. 


George W. Wilkins, prominent in 
Atlanta business, social and musical 
circles, who was found dead in a 
garage in the rear of his home, 88 
East Ninth street, Wednesday, aft- 
er having shot himself through the 
temple with an army automatic pis- 
tol, came to his death from a gun- 
shot wound inflicted by his owr 
hand while mentally deranged, ac- 
cording to the verdict of the coro- 
ner’s jury Thursday. 

Mr. Wilkins was widely known 
in Atlanta, having been manager of 
the Cable Piano company here for 
several years until forced to aban- 
don his position on account of ill 
health. 

The only cause fcr the act known 
to his family was that he had suf- 
fered from insomnia and had been 
in ill-h ‘th for several years. 

Body Is Found. 

Early Wednesday evening mem- 
bers of the family noticed his ab- 
sence and a search was begun, 
finally the body was found in the 
garage in the rear of the home, 

Before ending his life he wrote 
an affectionate note to his wife, 
exonerating the family of any con- 
rection with his act. This note 
was found with the body. The bus- 
iness affairs of Mr. Wilkins were in 
excellent condition, it was stated 
by friends, and his home life was 
most happy. It is believed by all 
that ill-health was the only rea- 
son that caused him to take his life. 

Both Mr. and Mrs. Wilkins are 
natives of Fneland, and they were 
married in that country. He camr 
to America at the age of 24. and 
was connected with the Cable Piano 
company in Chicago. 

A few years later he came to At- 
lanta and established the Atlanta 
branch of this company, which he 
managed until a few years ago. 
During the war he spent a year at 
his old home in England and re- 
turned to Atlanta apparently in bet- 
ter health. 

Helps Bring Opera Here. 

When the Metropolitan Opera 
company was first brought to At- 
lanta in 19138, Mr, Wilkins was a 
member of the board of directors of 
the Atlanta Music Festival assocla- 
tion and was active in securing the 


event for Atlanta. He was con- 
nected with many other enterprises, 
having for their object the advance- 
ment of music and art, and was 
himself an artist, having painted 
many of the pictures which are 
now in his home and others which 
he distributed among his friends. 

Mr. Wilkins was a prominent 
church member, and was a Mason 
and a Shriner, belonging to the 
Yaraab Patrol, and was connected 
fg a number of musical organiza- 

ons. 

In addition to his wife he is sur- 
vived by three children, Bernard 
Wilkins, formerly lieutenant in the 
army: George W. Wilkins, Jr., and 
Miss Phylis Wilkins, all of Atlanta.

Mr. Palmer came here 
primarily to advise government at- 
torneys in connection with pending 
court action directed against the 
miners’ officials, but remained to 
receive at first hand the decision of 
the general cémmittee of the coai 
workers on the president’s proposal. 
It was stated today that the gov- 
ernment intended to proceed with 
the grand jury investigation of 
charges of violation of the Lever 
act and anti-trust laws’ through 
conspiracy to limit the production 
of coal. These charges involve both 
miners and operators. On the other 
hand, it was indicated that charges 
of contempt made against eighty- 
four officials of the mine workers 
for alleged violation of the federal 
court injunction against the strike 
probably would be dropped. 


Lewis Goes to Washington. 


Acting President John L. Lewis, 
of the United Mine Workers, leit 
for Washington tonight to attend a 
conference of national and interna- 
tional union heads called by Samuel 
Gompers, president of the American 
Federation of Labor. Prior to his 
departure he received a message 
from President Wilson commending 
the miners’ officials for their action 
yesterday and replied in a telegram 
which carried assurance of further 
co-operation of the miners in efforts» 
to reach a settlement satisfactory to 
all sides. 

In their circular today the miners 
officials review the incidents lead- 
ing up to the calling of the general 
conference here Tuesday and quote 
the memorandum drawn up and 
agreed to between them and Attor- 
ney General Palmer as a basis for 
settlement. The difference between 
the plan accepted and that proposed 
by Fuel Administrator Garfield was 
pointed out. The Garfield plan, it 
is declared, closed the door of hope 
for any increase in wages beyona 
14 per cent and eliminated other 
features considered of vital im- 
portance to the coal workers. 

The circular then sets forth that 
the “stubborn facts with which we 
were confronted” were presented to 
the general committee and that 


Acting on the directions contained after most thoughtful and thorough 


consideration it was Mecided to ac- 
cept the president’s proposal to re- 
turn to work under the 14 per cent 
wage advance pending final settle- 
ment by a commission. 

The miners are asked to trust 
their chosen representatives, and 
“to wait patiently the vindication of 
their judgment and action,” which it 
is predicted will ultimately come. 

The statement points out that all 
the circumstances of the officials’ 
action and the reason for it cannot 
be explained in a circular, and that 
for this reason a general convention 
of the organizatin will be called 
shortly atter a full resumption of 
work. The officials express confi- 
dence that wheh the course adopted 
is explained at the convention, uni- 
versal approval will be given by 
the representatives 4,000 
locals. 

The circular is signed by Acting 
President Lewis, Secretary-Treas- 
urer William Green, and the dis- 
trict presidents of the organization 
who participated in the sessions 
Tuesday and yesterday.

Delegation Stood Solid; 


I cannot give too much credit 
for the magnificent work o the 
Georgia deiegation today in/trying 
to retain it.

GUN AND TWO BOTTLES. 
Whisky and the deadly hip-pocket 
pistol have again brought tragic 


suffering to this community, plac- 
ing one more victim in the morgue 


glass with whisky from a bottle he 
had in his pocket, and when, as he 


tor remonstrated, a fight started. 
The restaurateur told the police 
afterward that he thought his life 
was in danger, and, believing his 
adversary was about to draw a gun, 
“he drew his own pistol and fired 
one shot,” the bullet killing the 
young farmer instantly. 

Then, says the published account 
of the tragedy that cost one human 
life, probably blighted another and 
cast a shadow of grief over many 
more, “a pistol and two bottles of 
whisky were found on the person 
of the dead man!” 

Outlawed whisky and outlawed 
pistol—twin malefactors whose re- 
sult always is mischief! 

As for the officers who are com- 
missioned and paid to enforce the 
law and protect life and property, 
if they had been as diligent as the 
law expects them to be, that young 
farmer would not have had whisky 
and a pistol in his pocket, the res- 
taurant man would have been un- 
armed—as every law-abiding citi- 
zen in a peaceful and law-respect- 
ing community should be—and 
there would have been no killing, 
no bereaved father and mother, 
brothers and sisters as there are 
today on account of that unpre- 
meditated homicide. 

The man who killed was, per- 
haps, justified in shooting, since it 
appears from the statements of 
witnesses that he fired in defense 
of his own life. That, however, is 
a matter for the courts to deter- 
mine, 

But the real murderer of the 
victim primarily is not the man 
who shot him through, but the 
tiger who sold the whisky that 
brought him to his death and the 
dealers in murderous, grave-filling 
pistols who carry on the insidious 
traffic in deadly small arms, if not 
technically in violation of the 
statutes, in flagrant disrespect of 
morality and public decency. 

They are the fellows who should 
be reached by the law in cases of 
this kind. 


“BEATING” PROHIBITION 


California vineyardists have 
found a way to effectively “beat” 
prohibition—and a very simple and 
commonsense way it is. That is, 
not to make “moonshine” wine and 
brandy, nor to supplant their vines 
with some other crop; but simply 
to keep right on growing grapes, 
only using them for other than in- 
toxicating beverage purposes. 
Early in November wine and 
table-grape growers of that state 
formed a co-operative marketing 
association through which to mar- 
ket their product henceforth in the 
form of raisins, syrup, grape juice 
and other products, and thus to 
encourage the growing of varieties 
of grapes other than those formerly 
used exclusively for wine manufac- 
turing purposes. 

In a public interview recently 
F. B. Mills, a prominent vineyardist 
of Lodi, Cal., in the heart of the 
former “wine district,” remarked 
that “it may seem surprising to 
you, and, in fact, it was to some of 
us California growers, but prohibi- 
tion has not put the grapes off the 
boards,” for, he went on to say, 
“this last year we had a greater 
market for our products, and at 
better prices, than ever before!” 
California people were very 
much worried about the ban on 
wines, and liquor men and grape 
growers were loud—and undoubt- 
edly sincere—in their predictions 
of calamity in the wake of prohi- 
bition, and in their protestations 
against the inclusion of “light 
wines” in any anti-liquor legisla- 
tion that might be passed. 

Now, however, the only remaining 
“kickers” on the Pacific coast are 
the former salocnists and wine 
sellers; for the winery men have 
converted their plants to other, and 
equally as remunerative, uses, 
taking them as a whole, and the 
grape growers, as Mr. Mills—one 
of them—states, are making more 
money than ever before. 

There is an old adage that says 
“no one door closes but another 
opens;” and the truth of this 
seems to be conclusively borne out 
in the history of the grape indus- 
try under prohibition conditions. 

Furthermore, it is true that no 
great development that brought 
happiness and benefit to the many 
ever worked a lasting hardship 
upon any few.

Wilson i Tariff 
Recalls McKunley. 


Representative Cordell Hull, of 
Tennessee, recognized ag one of the 
ablest congressional experts on tar- 


iff and taxation matters, in com- 
menting on the apparent schism 
among the republicans on the pros- 
pective tariff subject, recalled that 
President McKinley, in the last 
speech he ever made—at Buffalo on 
September 5, 1901—announced a po- 
sition strikingly similartothat tak- 
en by President Wilson, in his latest 
message, although the United States 
was then a debtor rather than a 
creditor nation. 


In this connection, Mr. Hull said: 
“The statements in the president’s 
message combating the possibility 
of the financial and commercial iso- 


lation of the United States in the 
future, have a strong precedent di- 
rectly in point in the famous Buf- 
falo speech of President McKinley, 
in which he said: 


“Our capacity to produce has de- 
veloped so enormously and our 
products have so multiplied that the 


our urgent and immediate atten- 
tion. . . . We- must not repose in 
fancied security that we can forever 
sell everything and buy little or 
nothing. - The period of ex- 
clusiveness is past. The expansion 
of our trade and commerce is the 
pressing problem.’ 


“This same policy which McKin- 
ley discerned but the reasons for 
which, although existing, were not 


then so apparent, is now proclaim- 
ed by President Wilson in the light 
cf present-day conditions which arc 
so patent that every intelligent citr- 
zen, except possibly the . blind, 
stand-pat, Chinese-wall protection- 
ist, now sees the immediate anda 
conclusive necessity for e adop- 
tion of this policy of trade. com- 
mercial and financial expansion. 


“The natural and normal growth 
and develepment of the United 
States has projected it far into the 


field of international trade and 
finance, so that it cannot longer 
seriously consider the antiquated 
notion of isolation or exclusivenesgs. 
The Tinited States is today the cen- 
ter of the world’s finance and cred- 
it. It has greater productive fa- 
cilities than any or many other na- 
tions. The large surpluses arising 
from so many industrial lines must 
be sold abroad. o develop our 
foreign commercial and financial 
interests on a scale commensurate 
with our national growth and ex- 
pansion itisnecessary likewise to de- 
velop the most suitable internation- 
al trade facilities.

men in reaching and supplying for- 
eign markets under the provisions 
of the Webb law. _§§iIt is easily seen 
that the one remaining vital reaui- 
Site to the maintenance and further 
deviopment of our foreign com- 
merce is a reasonable and fair ley-

The Sneaking Ways of C. V. D. 

Cardiovascular disease—called C., 
Vv. D. for short—is that increasingly 
common disease 
itself variously as hardening of the 
arteries (arteriosclerosis), slow 
heart muscle failure (myocarditis 
or myocardial degeneration), 
chronic Bright’s disease (nephritis) 
and apoplexy (cerebral hemorrhage, 
stroke of paralysis). 

“Heart failure” is 
never a sudden event; the victim 
has many a warning’ signal for 
months or years before he becomes 
incapacitated, although the signals 
are rarely heeded, or if heeded too 
often misinterpreted by the victim. 
Many a business’ or professional 
gentleman with undiagnosed heart 
musele degeneration is taking a 
“tonic for the nervous system” high- 
ly extolled by some healtb-ignprant 
highbrow. 

Neither is apoplexy a stroke out 
of a clear sky. No one suffers this 
misfortune until his diseased ar- 
teries have serjously impaired his 


practically 


no one with diseased arteries can 
get through an annual physical ex- 
amination without discovery of his 
condition. 

Bright’s disease generally has a 
slow, insidious onset, not with pain 
in the back or any obvioug disorder 
of the urinary excretion, but with 
gradual failure of health and 
strength—alas, too often ascribed 
to “overwork.” 

Most insidious of all the ways in 
which C. V. D. sneaks up on the 
victim is hardening of the arteries, 
which begins as unobtrusively as 
baldness or wrinkled skin. 

Between normality and C. V. D. 
there is no sharp line of demarka- 
tion. There is a wide zone of slight 
impairment of health in which it is 
very difficult even for a skilled 
physician with every instrument of 
precision and every modern labora- 
tory aid to arrive at a diagnosis of 
Bright’s disease, heart muscle de- 
generation or other expression of 
the malady. And for this wide zone 
let us be thankful], for withiu the 
zone there is still a fair chance to 
turn back to normality, to recover 
health, as Horace Fletcher did and 
as many others have done. Of 
course it is necessary first to find 
out where we are at, and the way 
to do that is by undergoing annual- 
ly a complete physical examination 
by a competent medical man. 

One great obstacle which must be 
overcome before any real progress 
can be made in controlling the pre- 
valence, the constantly increasing 
prevalence of C. V. D. and making 
middle age less perilous, is the pep- 


ular notion that a “functional” 
trouble not serious as an “or- 
ganic” disease is. This is equivo- 
cal. Disease is disturbance of func- 
tion. Of course all disease is “or- 
ganic.” Symptoms are the expres- 
sion of disease. The time to cope 
with organic disease is when the 
symptoms are still minor symptoms, 
before the organic change has be- 
come irremediable.

Vitamines. 

If fat-soluble vitamine A and wa- 
ter-soluble vitamine B are essential 
to growth and normal nutrition it 
is important to know which foods 
contain these substances? Am I 
right in my impression that the 
former is present in butter fat and 
the latter in green leaf vegetables? 
Does cooking destroy these vita- 
mines? (J. &.) 

ANSWER—Grasses and green leaf 
vegetables contain both fat-soluble 
and water-soluble vitamines. Fresh 
milk, egg yolk, liver and kidney 
fats and suet and ordinary meat 
fats to a less degree are rich in fat- 
soluble vitamine. Vegetable oils are 
poor in vitamines, hence or sub- 
stitutes for milk fat. he outer 
layer of wheat (removed from re- 
fined white flour) containg the 
vitamine. The outer layers of rice 
and other grains likewise. Yeast is 
rich in vitamine. Cooking does not 


destroy vitamines, but prolonged

Political Party That Re- 

fuses Square Deal to 
Agriculture Is Doomed 
to Defeat, Declare Or- 
ganization Members.

Washington, December 11.—Mem- 
bers of the farm organizations here 
declare, and with good reason, that 
the party which refuses to accord 
to agriculture a square deal is 
doomed. 

The national board of farm or- 
Banizations and other great bodies 
of agriculturists have made certain 
demands, all of which are regarded 
as reasonable and proper. The 
future. of the nation is inextricably 
tied up with agriculture and states- 
men who refuse to give it the conr 
sideration to which it is clearly en- 
titled will have their political ca- 
reers cut short. That is the con- 
sensus of opinion here. 

“The republican national conven- 
tion should have in its platform a 
plank in which its position on agri- 
culture should be clearly and unmis- 
takably defined,” said Senator Cap- 
perat@ay. “As a republican 1 will 
do my best to see that this is done. 
The statement made to the recent 
industrial congress by the farm del- 


egates to that body furnishes a good 
basis for such a plank. Perhaps it 
does not go far enough in its de- 
mands, It is in every way a con- 
servative and reasonable statement 
and is a good guide to the study of 
the agricultural situation.” 


Advocates Agricultural Policy. 


Senator Capper said_the time had 
come when all economic problems, 
eapecially those relating to agricul- 
ture, should receive congressiongt 
attention. “There should be estab- 
lished a national agricultural poli- 
ey which would be controlled by 
men who understand farming and 
not by officials who only have the- 
oretical knowledge of the great sub- 
ject.” 

“We should make a beginning in 
the present congress by passing the 
Capper-Hersman bill, a measure 
which gives the farmers the une- 
quivocal right collectively to dis- 
pose of their products,” he contin- 
ued. “Then the national conven- 
tions of the great parties, espe- 
cially the republican party, should 
fortify congressional action by giv- 
ing its approval’in their platform. 
I am hopiég that the bill of which 
T am joint author will be a law 
long before the national conven- 
tions meet, but if I am disappointed 
in this, I trust each big convention 
will issue its mandate to congress 
calling for speedy action on the 
matter.” It is assured the demo- 
cratic party—always the. farmers’ 
friend—will give close attention to 
agricultural interests. 


Nation Would Lend Support. 


Members of congress generally are 
sure the nation as a whole will give 
its hearty support to an agricul- 
tural policy calculated to increase 
production while at the same time 
giving the farmer an opportunity to 
more scientifieally market his goods. 

“A more complete workitiy teree- 

- ment between the ruralist the 
city consumer,” is the congressional 
viewpoint. “If this can be done 
the problem of distribution will be 
met and a more scientific and less 
expensive method of getting agri- 
cultural products on the market 
found. The political party which 
stands in the way of such an 
achievement will not be able to 
live,” 

Farmers in every part of the coun- 
try are organizing and they will 
prove to be an immense corrective 
power. They are asking that the 
instrumentalities through which co- 
operative business can be carried on 
be made fully available for them 
through affirmative legislation. Ag- 
riculture makes no idle threat when 
it promises to politically discipline 
the an or party who is unwilling 
to foconnize its importance and 
help take away the obstacles to its 

development,

Steed and Party Boosting 
New Americus to At- 
lanta Road. 


Americus, Ga., December 11.— 
(Special.)—Colonel Walter T. Steed, 


of Butler, accompanied by Chair- 
man Smith, of the board of commis- 
sioners of Taylor county, and 
Messrs. Riley and Bivins, prominent

Taylor county citizens have al- 
ready raised $5,000 by popular 
subscription to build a bridge over 
the Flint river necessary to make 
the proposed route a success, and 
Upson county has indicated its will- 
ingness to pay its half of the money 
necessary to erect the structure. 
Engineers who have examined the 
plans for the bridge have estimat- 
ed its cost at $83,000, and it is to 
be a federal aid project,, making it 
necessary to raise $5,000 addition- 
al by subscription or otherwise in 
order to insure its erection. 

Colonel Steed told a meeting of 
business men here today that it 
would be impossible for Taylor 
county to raise the needed funds by 
any special tax measure, Owing to 
the opposition of one of the county 
commissioners.

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ACTION DELAYED 
ON SUGAR CONTROL 


Senate Refuses to Take 
Up McNary Measure. 
Louisiana Senators Want 
Supply and Demand to 
Rule. 


Washington, December 11.—An- 
other effort to hasten senate action 
on the bill continuing federal con- 
trol of sugar next year, failed to- 
day, the senate defeating a motion 
to lay aside the railroad bill tempor- 
arily. Senator McNary announced 
that he would try to call up his 
measure tomorrow. 

There was no partisan alignment 
on the vote of 27 to 32 by which 
Senator McNary’s motion was de- 
feated. Advocates of sugar legisla- 
tion conceded importance of the 
railroad bill but contended that im- 
mediate action was necessary to re- 
lieve the sugar shortage. Senator 
McNary declared the bill could be 
passed in two hours, but disposi- 
tion of his motion led to debate on 
many subjects extending. over more 
than that period. 

He Got 160 Pounds. 

Senator Smith, of South Carolina, 
told the senate that while other peo- 
ple were reporting inability to get 
sugar he bought 160 pounds at 20 
cents a pound recently in his state. 
He admitted, however, that he prob- 
ably was subject to prosecution for 
getting that much. 

“Sometimes I have to pinch my- 
self to see if I am living in Ameri- 
ca,’ Senator Sm declared, in op- 
posing continuation of sugar con- 
trol. “I am opposed to the govern- 
ment being a shop Keeper. Let sug- 
ar be bought in the market and let 
the people find who is gouging 
them. If we extend the life of the 
board one year we will have to ex- 
tend it two.” 

Senator Bankhead, democrat, Ala- 
bama, wanted to know if the zone 
System was not responsible for the 
high price, and Senator McKellar, 
democrat, Tennessee, announceéd 
that he had prepared an amendment 
to the McNary bill, which Senator 
McNary had accepted, prohibiting 
the zone system. 

Senator Ransdell, Louisiana, in- 
Sisting the law of supply and de- 
mand should govern the situation, 
said the bill interfered with the le- 
gitimate business of the people of 
his state. 

Law of Supply and Demand. 

“T want my people to. stand ab- 
solutely on the law of supply and 
demand,” Senator Ransdell added. 
“In God’s name don’t pass a law 
Saying that a government agency 
in time of peace can go into Loutisi- 
ana or any other state and tell the 
people to sell sugar. If you are 
going to break up rules respecting 
business why not apply it to other 
products. Louisiana is asking no 
favoritism. Destroy the zone cre- 


ating authority so that you can go 
into New York and buy sugar to 
ship to Tennessee or elsewhere and 
you will solve the problem.” 
eSnator aRnsdell suggested that 
the bill be restricted so the sugar 


equalization board could buy for- 
eign sugars only. 

“Tf this is done,” said the Louisi- 
ana senator, “I think you will find 
no objections to the bill from Louis- 
iana senators and so far as I know 
the Louisiana senators are the only 
ones who are opposing it.” 

Fourteen republicans and thirteen 
democrats supported Mr. McNary in 
seekig immediate consideration of 
the sugar bill, while sixteen demo- 
crats and sixteen republicans voted 
to hold the railroad bill before the 
senate. The latter included Repub- 
lican Leader Lodge, Chairman Cum- 
mins and members of the interstate 
commerce committee, and Senator 
Hitchcock, democrat, Nebraska, ad- 
ministration leader. 

Why 18 Cents for Sugartf 


The house judiciary committes

Washington. December 11.—Com- 
plete blame for the killing of 
James Wallace, an American citi- 
zen, by a Mexican soldier two weeks 
ago near Tampico, Mexico, is placed 
upen Wallace himself by the Mexi- 
can government in its note reply- 
ing to the urgent inquiry mage by 
the United States. The note, which 
has been handed to the American 
embassy in Mexico City, Was sum- 
marized in a dispatch received from 
the embassy today by the state de- 
partment. 

The .note, the summary indicates, 
amounts to a charge that Wallace, 
while intoxicated, passed a sentry 
stationed at what is characterized 
as a “dangerous spot,” and the 
American, failing to halt, was shot 
and killed. The note adds that the 
killing was made a matter of offi- 
cial. record and that the arrest of 
the soldier and an investigation of 
the incident were ordered immedi- 


ateely by the Mexican authorities, 

Officials at the state department 
withheld comment on this last in- 
terchange with the Carranza gov- 
ernment pending receipt of the full 
text of the communication, which 
is expected tomorrow. 


Mexico Waits on Court. 


After waiting expectantly for the 
reply to the last note in the case 
of William O. Jenkins, the Ameri-- 
can consular agent recently ar- 
rested and held in jail at Puebla,

“Our entering! nto the war gave 
them a new courage and the pa- 
rade through Paris buoyed them 
up, or jollied them up, so to speak, 
and we drifted along until winter 
set in. It then became evident that 
something more than promises 
should be given. The Red Cross 
management and myseM talked the 
matter over and we went to the 
French commander-in-chief, Gen- 
e Petain, and arranged with him 
to\ make distribution of several 
million francs to the women of the 
men who were serving in the 
trenches in orderethat we might 
tide them over the winter. 

“This money was given to Mar- 
shal Petain, who in turn gave the 
money to the men under his com- 
mand for distribution to their fam- 
ilies. It was in this manner that 
the work of the Red Cross became 
better known perhaps to the French 
people than through any other 
thing. 


Work of the Y¥. M. C. & 


“Through your contributions to 
the Y. M. C. A. you have done more 
than you have known. The Y. M. 
Cc. A. undertook to aid us in a very 
large way. Their services could 
hardly #ve overestimated, especially 
in the high class of young women 
who had been trained and tried in 
the various eamps on this side and 
found to be the right sort. Their 
association with our-men in the 
camps and the trenches did a won- 
derful amount ef good. They aided 
in every respect and the high mo- 
rale, which we all know existed 
among our men in France, was due 
largeiy to their influence. 

“But the greatest thing you peo- 
ple have done is to encourage us by 
your patriotism. The patriotism 
which stays where it is put. Not 
the patriotism of the day. nor 
changed by every breeze, but one 
which is strong enough to give that 
determination which carries through 
to success. This our army had, and 
through that uplift and supreme 
confidence displayed by you in their 
ability to win they carried forward 
Four banners to ultimate success and 
victory. 

“Our men have returned home 
broadened by their experiences and 
strong advocates of law and order 
and you can eount upon their al- 
ways standing up for the right in 
our country and you can be sure 
that you will never find among 
them any who approve of soviets or 
bolshevism. I may be just a little 
bit prejudiced in favor of these 
men, but I think I know them, and 
when I say that they may be count- 
ed upon’I am giving the American 
people the benefit of my experience 
and Knowledge. I a msure that 
you will agree that the men who 
fought the civil war on both sides 
are today the men who encourage 
patriotism and who are strongest 
in their support of the national 
government, and so it will be with 
the young men who fought our 
cause in the last war. 

Democratic Sptrit. 


“There is one more point which 
I wish to mention. I am sure it 
will appeal to you in the south as 
much as in any other séction. That 
is the splendid democratic spirit 
which was displayed toward the 
French people. The American boy 
in the billet was the same as he 
was at home. He was a genial 
sort of fellow who wanted to be of 
assistance to everybody in distress. 
So I say that he has left his mark 
upon the French peasant more than 
any other class and we might elim- 
inate the sentiments connected with 
our association with them and still 
be sure that the American army 
will live in the hearts of the French 
peasants forever. 

“Apain it gives me pleasure to say 
how much I have e ed the hos- 
pitality of Georgia*”and especially 
Atlanta. I thank you again and 
again for the honor of having con- 
ferred upon me these attentions. I 
shall carry away with me most de- 
lightful recollections of Atlanta and 
you may expect a return visit from 
me at any time.”

U.S. STAND ON PACT 


London, December 11.—Arthur J. 
Balfour, lord president of the coun- 
cil, in a speech today in London 
on world reconstruction, said: . 

“One of the greatest of our al- 
jies feels that they cannot go 
through with us té the end in this 
process of reconstruction. I am not 
going to criticise, because I think 
it out of place to criticise any for- 
eign power. But it would be a very 
poor compliment to my American 
friends to say that we regard with 
indifference the fact that they have 
not seen their way to carry their 
own co-operation with us in this 
work of international reconstruch- 
tion to the end.” 

Mr. Balfour described the part 
America played in thé war as no- 
ble and disinterested with no 


} thought of national ambition. 


“We are grateful,” he continued, 
“but I confess I had dreams that a 
work,so nobly begun wowtld be ef- 
fectively carried through.” 

Mr. Balfour expressed the opin- 
ion that the future of the world 
would be assisted incalculably if the 
great English-speaking nations 
worked together in the cause of 
liberty and peace. . 

“TI know well in the cause of lib- 
erty and peace American co-opera- 
tion will still be forthcoming,” he 
said. “I know they are not foing to 
abandon as a nation—and that no 
party in America is going to aban- 
don—these great ideals.” 

The speaker said he was bound to 
admit, however, that it seems more 
than likely that “we cannot count 
to the full on direct action, which 
would make the assistance of the 
great American democracy of ten- 
fold value should it be forthcoming.” 

“Therefore,” Mr. Balfour went on, 
“it is—and I know that what I say 
will not be misunderstood by my 
American friends, even by those 
most convinced that the true inter- 
ests of their country lie in the op- 
position direction—to me a feeling 
of deepest regret that so much of 
the cemmon work between the two 
countries should come to an end be- 
fore its full fruition could be en- 
joyed by the world at large.” 


Bolshevik Peril Gone 
In the United States; 
That Is View of Tatt 


New York, December 11.—Danger 
of bolshevism is passed in Ameri- 


ca, William Howard Taft declared 
before the Yale Civie club, “because 
the léaders of dissatisfaction have 
found that they could not turn this 
country tmto a bolsheviki govern- 
ment.” 

Mr. Taft asserted that the indus- 
trial situation was becoming ra- 
tional and that world conditions 
would shortly be settled through 
the peace treaty, which he pre- 
dicted would be ratified.

Rail Situation Affects Prices. 

Some bankers are beginning to wonder, tod, if selling of railroad 
stocks deposited here as collateral for British loans has not been 
resumed. Under the original agreement the right was maintained by 
England to substitute collateral at any time. 

Uncertainty over the railroad situation was also responsible for 
the pronounced weakness in the railway shares. As Robert S. Lovett 
pointed out in his memorandum to congress, the Esch bill provides 
for a continuation of the government guarantee of net income until 
July 1, or the poorest half of the year for the railroads. Under the 
government guarantee of net income, which was based on the actual 
average returns made month by month for the three years ending 
June 20, 1917, the railroads got $905,000,000 for the full year, divided 
as follows:

OLDMAN GETS STAY.

had announced the order orally, that 
because of the court’s refusal. to 
grant bail, he would consult his 
client tomorrow as to whether she 
wished to push the proceedings fur- 
ther or submit to deportation. Wein- 
berger earlier in- the day had re- 
quested and received from the de- 
partment of labor the $30,000 in Lib- 
erty bonds deposited as bail for the 
two radicals in October, when they 
were arrested.

Whether other 
large packers cuntemplate’_ similar 
action could not be ascertained. 

Of the $100,000,000 common stock 
outstanding of Armour Co., 70 
per cent is said to be held by J. Og- 
den Armour. The remainder of the 
stock is owned either by members 
of the Armour family or by men 
eonnected with the concern (for 
many years. 

An official statement from 
Armour offices anrounced § thar 
plans for the refinancing of the 
company has been under considera- 
tion for six months. Two plans 
were being considered, Mr. Dunham 
was auoted as saying. One would 
provide refinancing of the present 
company, and the other segregation 
of the various corporations. Action 
is not expected for some time. 

The present activity in Armour 
stock. it was stated, is based on 
“ruessing” of speculators that the 
reorganization will mean “a melon” 
for the stockholders to cut.

Financially Strong. 

For Americans who are consider- 
ing the mandate question or of do-

‘old Ottoman empire would have 
been financially strong. 


Before the war foreign invest- 
ments amounted to the equivalent 
of $1,078,000,000, of which $783,200,- 


000 was in the public debt or loans 
to the government, and the differ- 
ence in private enterprises and 
concessions. 

The bulk of these investments 
was in loans to the government. 
What was done with this money? 
Many of the loans were issued be- 
low par, so that all of the money 
never reached the treasury. Enor- 
mous commissions are believed to 
have been paid to European bank- 
ers and in “gratifications’”’ to vari- 
ous local ministers to get their sup- 
port for the loans. Sums that did 
reach the treasury are said to have 
been s8quandered . on palaces, ha- 
rems, and in other unproductive 
ways. 
Writing Off Debts. 

So the loans did not, on the 
whole, create sources of new reve- 
nue, and therefore the public debt 
continually increased. It is to be 
noted that in the late '70’s and the 
early ’80’s the government could not 
pay interest on its loans, and so 
large sums were written off by 
various refunding operations in

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Georgia---Not h: One’ You Know 


In the crazy quilt of newly-made 
boundaries and would-be nations in 
the Cancasus, Georgia now looms as 
one of the most important because 
of its control of important railway 
lines, which connect Armenia with 
the world, according to news dis- 
patches. 

The Nationai Geographic society 
has issued a bulletin on this quaint 
people, based on a communication to 
the society by Maynard Owen Wil- 
liams, as follows: 

“Of all the varied peoples who in- 
habit that rabbit warren of humani- 
ty, the Caucasus, the Georgians are 
most interesting. With the Ar- 
menians they form an important 
outpost against Turanian dangers. 
The great mountains that sheltered 
Shamyl and many another patriot 
have shut off the various tribes and 
races in secluded valleys, where they 
have retained their peculiar cus- 
toms. Thus the mountains of Dag- 
hestan have kept ihat recluse among 
nations ‘an island in a sea of bhis- 
tory.’ 

_ “But Georgia has been more or 
less fortunate, for the same pass 
that is now used by the wonderful 
Georgian military road, with its 
matchless views, has been the path-

been made, and new issues were put 
out with the old ones being taken 
in at reduced face value. 

Suggestion has been made here 


that these facts may lead the peace 
conference to write off more of the 
national debt. 

The obfect of such loans, it is 
stated, was partly with the polit- 
ical intent of making Turkey de- 
fault so interested powers could 
take over her finances and control 
the country, aS was done in 1881. 
This led to the -creation of loose 
spheres of influence, Germany tak- 
ing Konia plain, the French Syria, 
with the Italians wanting the 
province they at present occupy, 
and the British and the Russians 
seeking Constantinople. In the 
council of administration of the Ot- 
toman public debt, which continued 
until the war and has been resumed 
in some fashion, there was one Eng- 
lishman, one Frenchman, one Ger- 
man, one Austrian, and one Italian, 
with the presidency alternately oc- 
cupied b yan Englishman and a 
Frenchman. Of this public debt 
France owned 60 per cent, Britain 
14 per cent, Germany 21 per cent, 
and 4 per cent was owned between 
the Italians and the Austrirans. 


Conclusion Reached. 


The conclusion of the investiga- 
tors is that if the investments had 
been made for productive enterprise 
and had created sources for meet- 
ing interest and the debt, it would 
have been child’s play to carry the 
debt and pay it off. However, as 
the debt was lowered, in spite of 
the above attempts, additional loans 
were made. Not all of the sums 
borrowed by the government were 
wasted; for example, about $50,- 
000,000 were used to help build the 
Bagdad railway. Although the Ger- 
mans would have built the line with 
their own money, they actually got 
Turkish money to finance what 
they considered a German enter- 
prise. :

Growing More Eager 
To Come to Terms 


(The Constitution—London Times—Philadelphia

London, December 11.—Signs mul- 

tiply of the anxiety of the soviet 

government to come to terms with 


the entente. Our Stockholm corre- 
spondent says the bolshevist lead- 
ers, feeling the soil trembling un- 
der their feet, are seizing the occa- 
sion of negotiations with the Baltic 
States indirectly to get into touch 
with the allies. But the soviet gov- 
ernment is not content with indirect 
approaches. M. Litvinov announces 
that he is empowered to open for- 
mal negotiations at once with any 
or all of the entente powers. 
General Denekine’s communique 
States that the advance of the red 
army on Kharkoff has been _re- 
pulsed. That important city lies in 
the center of Kenekine’s front and 
since their capture of Kursk and 
Voronez the bolshevists have made 
great efforts to take it. Further 
east, south of Pavlovsk, the reds re- 
port success on the Don river, but 
that is not confirmed by Denikine’s 
communique. On the Volga front 
the reds claim to have occupied a 
town in the rear of General Wran- 
gel’s army. West of Kieff, Deni- 
kine’s troops continue to advance.

Mtzkhet has 
claims to antiquity that make New 
England towns appear as embryos, 
for its citizens assert that it was 
founded by one of Noah’s scons, who 
strolled over from Mount Ararat 
one day after the.waters had sub- 
sided and chose this site because of 
its excellent drainage. 

“Beneath its terraced homes two 
rivers unite—the clear, cold Arag- 
wa, hastening from its birthplace 
in the eternal snows of the Cau- 
casus to the hot depression of the 
Caspian, and the Kura, sullied and 
dirty, swinging in from the west to 
make its way down the Tiflis de- 
pression and across the barren 
Transcaucasian steppe, between the 
mountaing of Daghestan and the 
highlands of Armenia. 

“Damascus has a verdant fresh- 
ness about it that is as deceptive as 
grease paint, but Mtzkhet stands 
out from green fields and pastures 
now like a weathered, sharp-bowed 
fishing smack in an emerald sea. 

“On a rock cliff opposite this quiet 
city with the cat-fight name the 
kings of Georgia erected their first 
castle, but it was in Mtzkhet itself 
that Georgia was born. The Geor- 
gwians admit their descent from the 
Aceadians and Sumerians, but there 
is nothing in their appearunce or 
personality to indicate their descent 
from anything. They seem to have 
ascended from the plane of other 
men. : 
“Militant of appearance, hand- 
some of countenance, chivalrous and 
unfamiliar with hard toil, these 
lovers of wine, women and song 
are as princely -in bearing as the 
unwashed Bedouin before his desert 
tent. Part of them are mountatin- 
eers—the most picturesque brigands 
that ever carried an arsenal at their 
belts. The rest are agricultural 
people, whose contact with the soil 
does not prevent them from holding 
thelr chests up like soldiers in uni- 
form.

“Draw a line from Amsterdam to 
Utrecht, extend it southeastward, 
and it pierces a low, sandy region 
of country places, tiny farms and 
busy little towns, homes and such 
genre industries as bee-keeping, 
cheese-making and truck-garden- 
ing. Among these towns are Maars- 
bergen and Zeist, and also Ameron- 
gen and Doorn. 


“All these towns are in Utrecht, 
smallest province of Holland, being 
about one-half the area of Rhode 


Island, and having but a few thou- 
sands more people than Providence. 
There is a certain sameness about 
these ‘miniature Newports (Nieuw- 
poort, by the way, is among them), 
and the man who chafed becaus:+ 
his empire was too small, and 
strove to be conspicuous above all 
others, now professes to crave only 
to be let alone in this toy-land set- 
ting, and to occupy a villa like 
scores of other substantial, pleas- 
ing, but not pretentious places of 
the Dutch country gentry.

| Herr Hohenzollern, he might neg- 


lect wood-chopping for tramping, 
and find, within the land of easy 
distances, some pleasurable and 
profitable ‘hikes.’ Breukelen, to 
the northwest of Doorn, is a little 
far, about 20 miles, and it conveys 
a reminder of the United States, in 
that Brooklyn, New York, is its 
namesake. From the little town 
along the Vecht came the early set- 
tlers of Long Island, where there 
grew the third largest city in the 
United States. 

“Werkhoven, tvo, had better be 
avoided. It is a small place, and it 
was the home of the Van Bramms. 
It was a Van Bramm who taught 
George Washington how to fight. 

“At Rhenen ‘the former Kaiser 
might find an historical companion 
in misery. Friedrich of Pfalz, the 
exiled king of Bohemia, took refuge 
there. Perhaps the most noteworthy 
aspect of Rhenen is its tower, im- 
posing for its architecture, but ten 
times more interesting for its name. 
It bears the name of Kunera, daugh- 
ter of the ruler of Orkney Isles, 
i'who accompanied Ursula and her 
11,000 virgins on a pilgrimage to 
Rome. Upon their return, accord- 
ing to the legend, now known to 
have been based on a misreading of 
a Latin text, the maidens were com- 
ing ashore at Cologne when Huns 
killed them all, except Kunera. 
Later she leaped to her death from 
a castle parapet. 

“From the Moravian settlement 
at Zeist the exile might learn much 
about humility, virtue and genuine 
piety. Considerable property is held 
in common by the residents. Not 
only are widows distinguisned by a 
special costume, as they are here 
during a period of mourning, but 
married.: women and young girls 
also may be classified by their at- 
tire. 

“Then, too, there is a monument 
to another thwarted ambition at 
Maarsbergen, where stands the pyr- 
amid of Austerlitz, placed by Mar- 
mont’s soldiers to commemorate the 
crowning of Napoleon. 

“The ancient city of Utrecht is 
but 12 miles to the northwest of 
Doorn, as the crow flies. That 
quaint city, with a tier of cellar 
stores along its canals, surmounted 
by stately old homes, was the scene 
of treaty-making which, in its bear- 
ing directly on Great Britain, and 
indirectly on‘ the world, has not 
been surpassed in importance until 
the Paris conference in 1919. For 
it was the treaty of Utrecht, formu- 
lated at the close of the war of the 
Spanish succession, that amplified 
the English colonial empire, gave 
her Newfoundland, Nova Scotia and 
Gibraltar, and developed trade pol- 
icies that contributed to her world 
commerce. 

“Problems of capital and labor, 
now confronting England and the 
United States, make the rise of the 
famous craft guilds, in Utretcht, a 
timely subject. Little is known of 
the beginnings of these cuilds until 
suddenly they appeared, about the 
fourteenth centurv. more powerfu) 
than either the clergy or temnoral 
rulers who continuelly were fight- 
ing for control of Utrecht.”
